Skydivers launch lawsuit

'Hie feud between the Olds/ 
Didsbury airport commission 
and the Canadian Skydive Cen¬ 
tre has taken on a new dimen¬ 
sion this month after a law suit 
was launched by the skydiving 
group. 

Verle-Ann Fewchuk of the 
Canadian Skydive Centre said 
they have served papers to air¬ 
port owners - the towns of Olds 
and Didsbury - and the airport 


commission alleging loss of 
business and discrimination 
over the airport commission’s 
refusal to allow the skydivers 
to take off and land at the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport. 

The feud erupted last year 
when the Canadian Skydive 
Centre, run by owner Randy 
Fewchuk, made arrangements 
with a local farmer for a land¬ 
ing site east of the airport. The 
airport commission refused to 
allow the skydivers’ plane to 
take off and land on the public 


strip, alleging safety problems. 

Fewchuk, who continues to 
run skydive classes in Dids¬ 
bury, appealed to the towns to 
intercede. After the purchase 
of the airport from the province 
earlier this year, the towns set 
up a mediation process which 
later fell apart when the me¬ 
diator could not get the two 
sides to meet on any compro¬ 
mise. 

Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea 
said he could not comment on

Thomspon. 

After five meetings, thecom- 
mittee drafted their core pur¬ 
pose statement. 

Taylor said the statement 
will be used by administration 
and the PAC to focus their ef¬ 
forts for the upcoming year. 
While Alberta Education has 
revised their policy returning 
the parent council to an advi¬ 
sory role, school administra¬ 
tion will still be responsible for

A wake up call 

A Provincial Court judge 
decided a 20-year old man 
needed a sentence which would 
wake him up after he pleaded 
guilty to several criminal 
charges, including four break 
and enter charges stemming 
out of Olds. 

Michael Douglas Woods was 
charged with five separate 
break, enter and thett incidents 
in Olds including those at Olds 
Leisure Products and the Olds 
Agricultural Society office. He 
had pleaded not guilty to those 
charges but changed his plea 
alter he was again charged for 
breac h of his recognizance or¬ 
der which allowed him out ot 
jail on the earlier c harges. The 
breach of recognizance charge 
stemmed from August 12 when 
Woods smashed the window ot 
a vehicle in Olds and stole com¬ 
pact discs worth $500. 

After reviewing Woods' 
record, the judge- told Woods 
he needed to decide how he 
wanted to spend the rest of his 
life. 

“It looks like you've spent 
the better part of five years 
going from one break and en¬ 
ter and bad situation to an¬ 
other,” she said. “You can 
hardly be called a neophyte to 
the court system. It is time for 
a sentence that will wake you 
up. Now it is time for you to 
decide if you want to do life in 
prison on the instalment plan 


or if you want to turn your life 
around." 

Woods was sentenced to 
nine months tor the break and 
enter charges, 14 days for the 
breach of recognizance and 30 
days for the theft of the CDs. In 
total Woods will spend 10 and 
one half months in jail. He was 
also ordered to pay restitution 
of $450 to the Olds Agricul¬ 
tural Society and $500 to the 
owner of the CDs. 

Concern for family safety 

A teenager who shot his 
brother in the back of the head 
with a bee bee gun was handed 
18 months probation and was 
recommended to live away from 
his family while he sorted out 
some psychological problems 
the court feels he is having. 

The 15-year-old boy had 
been playing with his brother 
and other friends near the river 
at Sundre last January when 
he shot his brother in the c hest 
several times with the gun. The 
boy’s jacket absorbed most ot 
the impact. But the situation 
escalated when the older boy 


told his brother to run and 
then shot him in the back of 
the head. The pellet had to be 
surgically removed. 

A pre-senteneing report or¬ 
dered by the court expressed 
concern that the boy might 
continue his aggressive 
behavoir until he became a 
danger to society. It also rec¬ 
ommended he not continue to 
live with his family until he 
could control his rage. 

“It makes not sense to re¬ 
turn you to your (home), the 
judge told the boy. “You could 
impose a danger to your fam¬ 
ily. You have to get to the hot 
tom of what on earth is fuelling 
this antagonism and deal with 
it in a constructive way or I am 
worried, and so is the Crown, 
that you will be back here on 
more serious charges.” 

Besides the 18 months pro¬ 
bation, the boy, whoeannot be 
named under the Young Of¬ 
fenders Act, was prohibited 
from owning weapons for the 
same period. He is expected to 
be placed in foster care under 
the Child Welfare system.

Parent abuse 

A 16 year old who pleaded 
guilty to assaulting his elderly 
parents was sentenced to three 
months in jail and one year’s 
probation in Didsbury lYovin 
cial Court last week. 

The boy, who cannot be 
named, was sentenced after 
his record showed he commit ¬ 
ted the assault while still on 
probation for two other as¬ 
saults on his father from ear 
licr this year. 

The boy, who said he had 
problems with alcohol and only 
vaguely remembered the inci¬ 
dent was charged on July 30 
after his mother ran to a 
neighbor for help. The boy was 
also charged with uttering 
death threats to his father. 

The judge told the boy he 


was too dangerous to return to 
his family and sentenced him 
to three months. As part of his 
probation, he will also be able 
to attend alcohol abuse coun¬ 
selling. 

Spree leads to jail 

One of a group of youths 
charged al ter a break and on 
ter spree in Sundre was sen¬ 
tenced to four months open 
custody last week after plead 
ing in guilty in Didsbury Pro¬ 
vincial Court. 

The 15 year old was charged 
afterabreak, enter and theft at 
the Lazy J Saloon in Sundre. 
Thousands of dollars of band 
equipment, liquor and ciga 
rettes were taken from the sa 
loon. Hewasalsochargedwith

The candidates are announcing their candidacy and 
the public can soon expect the gloves to come off in 
what will likely be one of the most vocal election 
campaigns this area has seen in a while. 

This October’s municipal election will be an inter¬ 
esting challenge for candidates who are stepping into 
a pile of emotional issues and tense economic times 
thanks to the sweeping changes instituted by the 
provincial government over the last year. 

In the race for the school board, candidates can 
expect some wrenching debate over the regionalized 
board's move to equal level funding for all grades and 
over what is perceived is a moral majority of the north 
ward in the regionalized group. Issues, disciplines and 
rules have changed dramatically under the new re¬ 
gionalized board, comprised of a majority of repre¬ 
sentatives from the former County of Red Deer school 
board. 

South ward rules, like corporal punishment by 
teachers, have lost out to the north ward majority. 
Some candidates may find support for a platform 
urging return to the regimented discipline. Others may 
find support for their concern about a top heavy 
administration in the board. 

On the municipal side, candidates will be interested 
in a different set of issues. At the town, they will run 
into the problem of increasingly smaller transfer pay¬ 
ments out of the province. Greater responsibility is 
being thrust on towns and much less money is being 
sent along with it. On top of that concern are the 
sweeping changes which nave occurred in town ad¬ 
ministration over the past year. Town operations are 
not the same as they were in the last election. Some 
may decide that is good, while other may run against 
it. 

At the county level, candidates may well be asked 
just what exactly they will be doing over the next three 
years, assuming the county system lasts that long. 
There are strong rumors that the province may decide 
to eliminate this level of government and expand town 
limits instead, regionalizing services within a greater 
area. In any case, without the school board under the 
auspices of the county, councillors will be much less 
busy than in the past. 

With all of these changes and the issues facing 
voters in the coming election, this is certainly the time 
for voters to exercise their democratic responsibility 
and familiarize themselves with the candidates and 
the issues. The next three years are likely to be as 
unstable as the last and it would be unwise not to find 
the candidates you feel will best serve your interests. 

The voting process will be slightly more sticky this 
year as well but feel confident the Review will try to 
supply you will all the information you’ll need.

I read with interest Emerson 
Shantz’s letter in the August 22,1995 
Review under Public Opinion. It had 
to do with the paying of the Crow/ 
WGTA to the farm landlord rather 
than to the actual productive steward 
of the land, the renter. Having had Mr 
Shantz for a math teacher in my youth, 
I would not presume to debate his 
calculations as to present values of 
land, money, etc. What 1 will point 
out, however, is that any calculations 
like these are based on a faulty as¬ 
sumption - that a landlord deserves all 
the Crow/WGTA payout because its 
termination decreases his/her land 
values. 

Is there a case to be made that 
somewhere in the prairies land values 
may be affected? Certainly, but for 
this to happen requires one or all of the 
following factors: 

1 The landlord’s farm is far away 
from the marketplace: Ifyou live in the 
northern Peace River or any far north¬ 
ern part of the prairies and depend on 
rail alone, it may influence your land 
prices there. In the Edmonton to 
Lethbridge corridor there is no reason 
to use this as an excuse 

2. The farmer has never phoned a 
trucker or independent grain buyer: 
Depending on the elevator companies 
alone for your price information can 
be deceiving - shop around, after all, 
isn’t it your grain? A ‘Super B’ can 


haul 44 mt at a whack and its very 
hard to turn a grain auger on and off, 
right? 

3 The farm grows only CWB 
grains: Growing only Board wheat 
and barley for income these days isn’t 
done any more, even in Pool-friendly 
Saskatchewan. But if you must do it, 
expect to see the increased freight 
show up marginally in your land val¬ 
ues. 

4 Perhaps the most critical - if the 
payment were a significant amount: If 
producers were receiving $ 100/acre/ 
year and those payments ended sud¬ 
denly, the effect on land values would 
probably be measurable What we are 
talking about here is something like a 
one time payout of less than many 
canola herbicides $25/acre is fine, 
but sway land values? Forget it. 

There is no need any more to point 
fingers at certain elevator companies 
who cost us a chance to settle this 
subsidy problem years ago at much 
higher than $25/acre payout level 
There is also no need to point out that 
our precious WGTA benefit paid for a 


nice eastern livestock industry and 
cause a total lack of value-added in¬ 
dustry here in the west The fact that 
the federal government has chosen to 
take away the Crow/WGTA but is 
stalling on allowing the system to 
become more efficient so that farm¬ 
ers who are now paying the whole 
freight bill get value for their money 
(the oft-mentioned “Transportation 
Efficiencies”), is the real concern 
My advice to producers is to demand 
that the feds show some guts for once 
and change this now. 

My advice to landlords is this Put 
away the calculator and use your 
head and heart to decide what’s fair 
Do you like your present renter and 
do you want them to continue to take 
care of you land? If so, please remem¬ 
ber they now pay much more than 
$2 5/acre to be in business next year, 
without much hope of any offsetting 
efficiency savings for, it looks like, 
years to come The $25 payout helps 
them to pay the freight on grain 
shipped and, in turn, pays your rent 
next year Good renters, like good 
neighbors, are worth keeping.

Adjusting to Didsbury’s ’open spaces’

Purchasing an older home 
that needs a bit of work is a 
challenge many have taken on, 
but the Thomas family, who 
purchased the old Lutheran 
Church building east of the 
high school, have a unique per¬ 
spective on the process. 

When the sale closed in June 
of 1995, Wendy and Trevor 
Thomas noticed trepidation 
from their four children who 
range in age from 9 to 15; 
Charley, Stephanie, Stacey and 
Carley. 

A marked transformation 
has taken place regarding the 
kids attachment to their new 
home. Initially, Wendy said, 
they didn't want anyone to 
know they were moving into a 
church, but as renovations 
progressed, it was pronounced 
"the coolest house anywhere’. 
One reason for the turn-around 
may have something to do with 
the fact that they have ap¬ 
proached the substantial 
project as a family, with the 
kids involved in almost every 
aspect of the project from sim¬ 
ply running errands to paint¬ 
ing the entire basement area. 

The bright orange arched 
double entrance doors dis¬ 
charge a welcoming message, 
Wendy said, relating that a 
regular course of curious 
passersby often simply walked 
inside to check out what hap¬ 
pening there. 

"Until we put the door 
knocker on the door, we had 
people walking in at all hours 
of the day and the evening. It 
was okay, though, we weren't 
in a state of privacy back then, 
it was a construction site at 
that particular point,” Wendy 
said, smiling. "I think It didn’t 
hit them that they weren't 


standing in a church until they 
came through the main doors. 
All of a sudden they realized it 
wasn’t a church, it was some¬ 
one's private home. I think I 
felt worse for them, though, 
than they did for me." 

Oflate, the construction site' 
phase is transforming into a 
homey atmosphere. 

"Our furniture arrived on 
Sunday," Wendy said. 

"But we've been working on 
it since June 9," Trevor said. 

Trevor, who is a mainte¬ 
nance engineer with Canadian 
Airlines, and Wendy, who is an 
artist with affiliations to promi¬ 
nent art-related organizations, 
have done the lion's share of 
renovations themselves. The 
exterior was completed when 
the property was purchased, 
but the family is into the final 
stages of a complete renova¬ 
tion of the interior. The former 
cathedral will retain the wide 
open feel through an resource¬ 
ful addition of loft areas at 
either end. In the west loft, a 
roomy master bedroom with a 
walk-in closet and an en-suite 
bath has been fashioned, while 
in the east, an artist’s studio, 
t o eventually feature skylights, 
is taking shape. Two suites, 
located at either end of the 
building are already rented out. 

The draw to Didsbury re¬ 
volved around the purchase of 
the former church, but other 
considerations came into play 
as well. 

"We knew nothing about the 
town at all," Wendy said, ex¬ 
plaining that they came from a 
neighborhood in Calgary which 
was basically a ten block ra¬ 
dius surrounded by busy thor¬ 
oughfares, necessitating con¬ 
tinual chaufteuring duties. City 
folk themselves, Wendy and 
Trevor said the city was not the 


same in 1995 as when they'd 
been growing up there. They 
welcome the small town at¬ 
mosphere offered by Didsbury. 

"[In Calgary] 1 don't think 
ou r children walked to the st ore 
by themselves until they were 
nine-years-old," Wendy said, 
adding that city kids rarely 
rode their bikes anywhere, 
whereas in Didsbury their chil¬ 
dren enjoyed a new and novel 
independent mobility. 

Cost was also a considera¬ 
tion. 

“We could never have af¬ 
forded this much square foot¬ 
age in Calgary,” Wendy said. 

As it turns out, filling their 
portion of the 4800 square feet 
with furniture and accessories 
will not be a problem. Even 
though they moved from a large 
bungalow in Calgary, they are 
quickly turning the large open 
area into a cozy living space. 
The 'kids area’ is the former 
church basement and will fea¬ 
ture four good sized bedrooms 
and a rumpus room area and 
will retain the original boys 
and girls' Sunday school bath¬ 
rooms. 

Incorporating the inherent 
atmosphere, the Thomas' have 
made use of stained glass win¬ 
dows and pews in the dining 
area into the general decorat¬ 
ing scheme. 

Coming from Calgary, the 
Thomas’ knew friends were not 
far away, but like any new kids 
in school, there is always a 
concern about making new 
friends. Any worries they might 
have had obviously evaporated 
by the end of the first school 
day, as the house filled up with 
a throng of children who ac¬ 
companied their new school 
chums home after the last bell 
for the day rang in school. 

A previous renovation

The Virginia Creeper is beginning to lum ma¬ 
genta and maroon and the branches of the Crab 
Apple trees droop under the weight of their fruit. A 
few late roses are among the big, bright, red rose 
hips on the old Hansa and a few hopeful buds are 
still coming on the new yellow Hansa and the 
Cuthbert Grant. The Pink Grutendorst still has 
lovely clusters of tiny, pale pink, fringed, but 
scentless roses and one branch sports lovely dark 
red ones. Must have come from below the graft. 

We have found the right place for dahlias. The 
new raised bed against the old stone foundation 
generated enough heat to bring dahlias into bloom 
even in this wet and sun starved summer. The 
colors are so lush and hold and luxurious that 1 
want to keep them forever and hold back the frost 
through force of will or maybe with some magic- 
incantation. I will try to preserve the bulbs of 
course but 1 have never had any luck doing this. I 
either get a mushy mess in mid-November or some 
desiccated shreds in May. 

The blue delphinium is gorgeous this year and 
for once l got it tied up before the wind damaged it. 
We bought a new pink delphinium this summer 
and 1 can hardly wait to see it bloom next year. Mom 
Olson had both blue and purple monkshood but in 
one of my garden re-organizations 1 lost the purple 


one. I think it was the year that I let some wild 
raspberries grow and they swallowed a flowerbed 
overnight. Two summers ago 1 discovered a brave 
little stalk of purple monkshood blooming out of 
sod by the roadway and this spring my son Mark 
dug it out and brought it in. It's blooming and, in 
a couple of years, it will be a fine big clump. The 
nasturtiums, despite their hail damaged leaves, 
are cheerful and sunny and have completely filled 
their various pots. There are rows and heaps of 
tumbled petunias, waves of wind tossed poppies, 
cushions of alyssum. The wild cucumber vine is 14 
feet tall and still growing, the scarlet runner beans 
are an eight foot mass of bloom. 

The vegetable garden is awash in pinks and reds 
and purples. Lavetera, Cosmos, Poppies, Stock. A 
row of sunflowers have bowed their heavy heads. 
When my nephew Lee was little he called them 
"tractor flowers, "because of their size and because 
of the lovely green, yellow and black John Deere 
colors. There are marigolds out there that are 
lemon scented and send up a cloud of fragrance 
when they are shaken and there are African Daisies 
and Calendulas and Candytuft and Gladiolas and 
more vegetables than we will ever eat and birds and 
butterflies and sunshine and trees and clean fresh 
air and open space. My part of the world is about 
as lovely as any place on this earth. 

So why am I feeling so depressed? Partly it’s "the 
end of summer blues" but mostly it's because the 
school bus went by this morning and somewhere in 
Calgaiy a baby whose name I don't even know is 
being raised in a car. 

The baby’s mother called a CBC phone-in show 
this week. Guest on the show was a man who is 
starting a union for welfare recipients. Maybe such 
a union is necessary. I don't pretend to know much 


about the subject, but I suppose welfare recipients 
need all the support they can get. I do know that the 
man was angry and rude and nasty to anyone who 
did not wholeheartedly agree with everything he 
said. When a lady phoned to offer her support he 
recognized her voice, called her by name and volun¬ 
teered the information that she lived in a car, had 
been on welfare for several years and had two 
children the youngest of whom was five-months 
old. The announcer wondered why someone on 
welfare and with no place to live would bring a child 
into the world and to this the guest and the mother 
replied angrily and loudly that it was her "right" to 
have children if she chose to do so. 

This little kid is going t o grow up and go to school 
with other little kids who have been in gymnastics 
and violin since two, played computer games since 
eight-months, learned to swim before they could 
walk, know libraries and museums intimately and 
have been exposed to educational toys and classi¬ 
cal music since the day they were bom. Someday 
the school bus will pick up both these kids and 
what kind of chance has the car kid got? He might 
as well be from another planet. 

Do women have the "right" to have children that 
they can’t provide for? Does the baby’s father have 
the "right" to dump the fruit of his loins on the 
welfare system and into a car? Do I have the "right" 
to all this space and beauty while innocent babies 
hang their jolly jumpers from a rearview mirror? Do 
we taxpayers have the "right" to tell this woman 
that she can't keep her kids under these condi¬ 
tions? 

I had better go play in my garden. I am getting so 
depressed.

Plan needed for WGTA end

Alberta farmers have more 
to consider than simply filling 
out the Western Grain Transi¬ 
tional Payments Program forms 
by the September 15 deadline 
say two Alberta Agriculture 
farm business management 
specialists. 

"While in the immediate fu¬ 
ture many farmers and land- 
owners will be dealing with the 
forms and payment arrange¬ 
ments between landlord and 
tenants, the expected impact 
from eliminating the Western 
Grain Transportation Act 
(WGTA) will be far more reach¬ 
ing them the one-time exgratia 
payment,"’ said Paul Gcrvais. 

"How the Prairie farm 
economy will change hasn’t 


been seen yet. However, it's 
certain Alberta farmers will 
have new challenges and op¬ 
portunities that will affect farm¬ 
ers" business plans signifi¬ 
cantly. Our advice is to assess 
the potential impact on their 
operation right away," said Ted 
Ford. 

The first significant conse¬ 
quence of no WGTA is changes 
to the cost of shipping grain 
through the railway system. 
The expected result is farmers 
will place greater emphasis on 
cost reduction in the short 
term. 

However, in ihelonger term, 
increased freight costs will have 
to be factored into crop budg¬ 
ets, said Ford. "Farmers will 
have to decide the most profit¬ 
able crops to grow and in what 


rotations. From this will flow 
decisions about how much they 
can afford to pay for land, ei¬ 
ther to rent or to buy." 

Risk and uncertainty also 
have to be factored into these 
decisions. As well, farmers may 
want to seek out information 
about new market opportuni¬ 
ties for their crops. On and off- 
farm diversification and value- 
added activities are other op¬ 
tions. 

The starting point for as¬ 
sessing changes is taking stock 
ofyourcurrent operations and 
then askingyourself a number 
of questions," said Gervais. 
These questions include: How 
will freight rate changes affect 
my operation? What other 
changes are happening that 
affect my operation? Are there 


Main Street Beat 


What good are old buildings? 
Changing social and economic reali¬ 
ties have made many commercial 
buildings in our town centers redun¬ 
dant. From the 1950s on old build¬ 
ings were often demolished and . 
replaced with parking lots or new I 
construction But as familiar 
streetscapes disappear, we have 
begun to take a closer look at what 
is done with old buildings and the 
value they represent. 

Old buildings represent major 
investments that arc expensive to 
replace The exterior of a building 
may look worn out or deteriorated 
but its basic structure is often sound 
Regular maintenance and replace¬ 
ment of important elements of the 
building (roofs and eaves troughs for 
instance) extends the entire struc¬ 
ture's life Although not always the 
case, building preservation can make 
sense for purely economic reasons. 

Old buildings have stood the test 
of time Many old buildings were 
well built - even overbuilt (by today's 
standards) - in an era when labor and 
craftsmanship were relatively inex¬ 
pensive Often materials were used 
(such as large dimension timbers) 
that are difficult, if not impossible, to 
obtain today. These well-built struc¬ 
tures have proven their integrity and 
may well outlast newer structures. 

Older buildings offer prime loca¬ 


tions Central location and a strong 
community presence are important 
assets for old buildings. The charac¬ 
ter and architecture of an old building 
location are potentially important el¬ 


ements of a business. A viable and 
appropriate use can make the preser¬ 
vation of an old building profitable. 

Old buildings represent opportu¬ 
nities for new uses Heritage preser¬ 
vation is sometimes misunderstood 
as the practice of changing on to old 
buildings for reasons of nostalgia or 
architectural fancy Perhaps the costs 
associated with demolition and con¬ 
struction are perceived as posing too 
great a burden and an old building is 
simply abandoned or turned over to a 
preservation group. The preserva¬ 
tion and conservation of our old build¬ 
ing stock can make good economic 
sense as well as serving the interests 
of sentiment and style. 

Through the application of an 
adaptive reuse strategy old buildings 
are recycled Deciding to recycle a 
building depends in part on the build¬ 


ing's condition and the economic vi¬ 
ability of the business within it while 
determining structural soundness is a 
matter of technical judgment based 
on an understanding of old building 
materials and technologies It 
is important that a structural 
engineer or building inspec¬ 
tor possess this understand¬ 
ing and knowledge of old 
buildings or an inappropriate 
assessment may be made 
Advice and resource ma¬ 
terial on the preservation and 
rehabilitation of old buildings lsavail- 
able through the Didsbury Ma m Street 
Office at 335-3265.

September 15 deadline 
for WGTPP 


Special to the Review 


Alberta farmers and land- 
owners face a September 15 
deadline to complete claims for 
the Western Grain Transitional 
Payments Program (WGTPP). 

WGTPP is a federal govern¬ 
ment program set up to dis¬ 
tribute a one-time $ 1.6 billion 
payment to eligible farmland 
holders. The payment is com¬ 
pensation for the elimination 
of the Western Grain Trans¬ 
portation Act (WGTA) subsidy 
to railways. 

Eligibility for the program 
payment is determined by what 
crop was grown on the land in 
1994. If the land was 
summerfallowed in 1994, then 
the 1993 crop is the criterion. 

"The forms and your claim 
are relatively straight forward 
except ifyou rent or lease land," 
said Paul Gervais of Alberta 
Agriculture's farm business 
management branch in Olds. 

A condition of the program 
payment when eligible farm¬ 
land is rented or leased is that 
landowners come to an "equi¬ 
table" agreement with their ten¬ 
ants over the payment. 

'This has been the cause of 


some controversy," said 
Gervais. "However, it’s impor¬ 
tant to note the payment is in 
anticipation of reduced land 
values. Also, payment will only 
be made to the landowner and 
in most cases will be tax de¬ 
ferred.” 

The tax deferral is because 
Revenue Canada will treat the 
payments as capital receipts. 
These can be used to reduce 
the cost-base of the recipient's 
farmland. 

The payment can be shared 
with a tenant as a rent reduc¬ 
tion, rent rebate or even a gift 
to the tenant. This will depend 
on the circumstances and ad¬ 
vice of your accountant," he 
said. 

If landlords and tenants 
can’t decide on an equitable 
arrangement, a mediation/ar¬ 
bitration process is available 
through the program's admin¬ 
istration. For more informa¬ 
tion, call the WGTPP adminis¬ 
tration in Reginaat 1 -800-667- 
9962. 

"Tenants must inform 
WGTPP in writing by October 
15 to start the process if they're 
unhappy with the arrangement 
with their landlord," he said.

Do all religions save? Are 
there many roads to heaven?

It may surprise you to dis¬ 
cover that the Bihle answers a 
resounding "NO” to each of 
those questions. 

All religions do not save. 
Actually, there is not even one 
religion that saves. Salvation 
is not vested in a religious sys 
tern. It is rather in a person 
and that person is Jesus Christ. 
In His death He paid for our 
sins In His resurrection, His 
power to save was guaranteed. 

There is only one road to 
heaven. Had there been any 
possible way for God to provide 
forgiveness and eternal life for 
us other than by the death of 
His Son, surely He would have 
done it that way.
